PEOPLE v. COOK (JOSEPH)
Extension of time granted

to November 25, 2003 to file appellant's opening
brief. The court anticipates that after that date,
only two further extensions totaling

90 additional days will be granted. Counsel is
ordered to inform his or her assisting attorney or
entity, if any, and any assisting attorney or
entity of any separate counsel of record, of this
schedule, and to take all steps necessary to

meet it.
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PEOPLE v. WALL (RANDALL C.)
Extension of time granted

to November 21, 2003 to file appellant's opening
brief. After that date, only two further
extensions totaling 130 additional days will be
granted. Extension is granted based upon
counsel Darlene M. Ricker's representation that
she anticipates filing that brief by 4/1/2004.

PEOPLE v. HARRIS (MAURICE)
Extension of time granted

to November 18, 2003 to file respondent's brief.
After that date, only one further extension
totaling about 30 additional days is
contemplated. Extension is granted based upon
Deputy Attorney General Rama R. Maline's
representation that she anticipates filing that
brief. by 12/21/2003.

PEOPLE v. ROMERO (GERARDO)
Extension of time granted

to November 17, 2003 to file appellant' s
opening brief. After that date, only one further
extension totaling about 60 additional days will
be granted. Extension is granted based upon
counsel Stephen M. Lathrop's representation that
he anticipates filing that brief by 1/15/2004.

PEOPLE v. EDWARDS (ROBERT)
Extension of time granted

to November 21, 2003 to request correction of
the record.

After that date, no further
extension is contemplated.

Application to appear as counsel pro hac vice granted

by Professor Peter Zablotsky for appellant at
oral argument.
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BETANCOURT v. STORKE HOUSING
Orders filed

permission granted for two counsel to argue on
behalf of appellants.

Permission granted for appellants to allocate
10 minutes of appellants’ 30-minute allotted
time for oral argument time to amicus curiae
IBEW Trusts and Laborers Trust.

MARIAN v. S.C. (ATTORNEY GENERAL)
Transferred to CA 2

Division Six, for consideration in light of Hagan
v. Superior Court (1962) 57 Cal.2d 767. In the
event the Court of Appeal determines that this
petition is substantially identical to a prior
petition, the repetitious petition shall be denied.
